3. The application has been amended as follows: This application is in condition for 
allowance except for the presence of claim 2. Accordingly, claim 2 has been canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. The prior art of record fails to anticipate or show in combination all the 
features of applicant's invention: Claim 1 recites a novel pressure-fluid operated 
percussion device for producing a stress pulse in a tool such that a pressure is 
maintained in a working pressure chamber above a transmission piston, wherein a 
pressure in a charging pressure chamber below the transmission piston, enables 
the transmission piston to be pushed towards the working pressure chamber 
against the pressure in said working pressure chamber, and wherein the pressure 
in the working pressure chamber remains substantially constant during operation 
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of the percussion device in combination with the other claimed elements of the 
device that are novel over the prior art of record. 

b. Temple shows a closed circuit for feeding chambers above and below a 
transmission piston, wherein a drop of pressure occurs in the chamber above the 
piston during operation of the device.
